And for the keeping of this 
Commandment, havethe holy Martyrs {uffered in all Genera- 
tions, from righteous da becaule they could not 
conform to Meng Wills, Pleafures sad Wehavé a Lan, 
fay.the Jews, by- which he. ought to die; and-Pilate to pleale 
them (thoygh the Witnefs of God fhewed him he was juft) yet 
hearkened to that ‘Hé was not-Cafars friend, he let

Godin Spirit ; and thefe are fome of the reafons that we can- 
not believe, thatthefe are good Trees that bring forth fuch bad 
Fruit, or that they rule in or for God, that is the preferver of.

Dorn paat of your burdens and charges,and yet you not charged 


by us, nor have you found any thing againft us, but in this mat- 


ter of our God, that we keep our Confcience undefiled, know- 
ing the Scriptures of Truth, That inthe pure Confcrence held 
the Myflery of Faith ; and if we have. the Faith, we fhall have 
the victory over wickednefs, for againft that we war; for by 
this the Saints did overcome ; and though you banifh us, we 
fhall conquer (the Devil I mean) for we have the Faith ; but if — 
you think we have not, deal fo righteoufly with us, as to fend 
your Teachers to us into our meetings, to convince us by m_.. 
Scriptures,and plain Demonttrations of the Spirit, as Paw/ did, 
who faid, He was manifeftto that of God in every mans Con{cte 
ence; and in fo doing we might be conformed to you: Andif 
you fhould fay tous, we may goto the feveral places & hear 
them there ; we anfwer, thofe that Chrift fent and called to
